t£ each and every element of a claimed invention. RCA Corp. v. Applied Digital Data Systems , 730 F.2d 
Sj 1440, 1444, 221 USPQ 385, 388 (Fed. Cir. 1984). Moreover, anticipation requires the presence of all

£ elements of a claimed invention as arranged in the claim, such that a disclosure "that 'almost' meets that 
o 

f standard does not 'anticipate'." Connell v. Sears, Roebuck Co. , 722 F.2d 1542, 1548, 220 USPQ 193, 

6 198 (Fed. Cir. 1983).
